WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The 
Supreme Court agreed today to re- 
view a lower court decision that an 
employer may dismiss workmen 
who engage in a sit-down strike. 
This ruling, by the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at Chi- 
cago, upheld the Fansteel Metal- 
lurgical Corporation in North Chi- 
cago in discharging employes who 
seized two key buildings in 1937. 
After retaining possession of the 
buildings for nine days, the work- 
men were driven out by police with 
the use of tear and nauseating gas. 


The sit-down strike controversy 
was appealed to the court by the 
Labor Relations Board. The board 
protested against the ruling by the 
Court of Appeals that the corpora- 


strikers, 

In asking the Supreme Court to 
refuse a review, the corporation 
contended that “the judicial con- 
demnation of the sit-down strike 
has been universal” and “its illegal- 
ity cannot be doubted.” -

WATCHMAN MURDERED 
APPARENTLY: BY THIEF 


Theory Is Herbert Perry Was 
Shot by Man He Found 
Stealing Gasoline. 


Herbert Perry, watchman at the 
Southern Railway roundhouse at 
Forty-second street and Converse 
avenue in Fireworks Station on the 
southeastern edge of East St. Louis, 
was shot and killed at 4 a. m. today 
as he was leaving worl. to go home. 

Police advanced the theory that 
he was murdered by a man or mén 
he surprised in the act of stealing 
gasoline from automobiles which 
were parked at the roundhouse.

Perry’s body was 
found slumped between them and 
the wall. 

Foreman Hears Two Shots. 

Rollin Mills, foreman at the 
roundhouse, told police that he was 
in the boiler room when he heard 
a shot, followed by a loud scream 
from- Perry; and then two more 
shots. He ran out, he said, but al- 
though the yard around the round- 
house is flood-lighted, he saw no 
one. There are patches of high 
weeds and several small buildings 
nearby. 

Perry's A4-caliber revolver with 
two cartridges discharged was near 
his right hand. Near by police 
found an empty .45-caliber auto- 
matic shell. Perry had been shot 
once in the right side of the abdo- 
men. He was unable to make any 
statement when Mills found him 
and died on the way to St. Mary's 
Hospital. 

An empty 10-gallon gasoline can 
was found back of the line of auto- 
mobiles. Police surmised that the 
thief had just arrived when Perry, 
ready to go hame, surprised him, 
They thought it might have been 
someone Perry knew and who fired 
when he was recognized. Perry's 
pockets contained $20 in bills, indi- 
cating that the motive was not rob-

The Prime Minister also dis- 
closed that negotiations had made 
favorable progress for the settle- 
ment of Jewish refugees in Tangan- 
yika, formerly German East Africa, 
and other territories in Africa. 

Tanganyika now is held by Brit- 
ain under League mandate and 
Chamberlain last week declared the 
British Government was not con- 
sidering its return to Germany to 
satisfy Hitler’s colonial demands. 

With Kennedy's Help. 

The widespread British action dis- 
closed by the Prime Minister was 
understood to be the direct result 
of his recent consultations with 
United States Ambassador Joseph 
P. Kennedy on the urgent problem 
of finding homes for tens of thou- 

Sands of victims of the latest wave 

of Nazi anti-Semitism. 

Kennedy was said to have worked 
in such close co-operation with the 
British Colonial Office that he 
helped draft Chamberlain's state- 
ment to Commons. 

One high official source said that 
Washington authorities had esti- 
mated that the United States could 
contribute at least $100,000,000 in 
private and public funds to help set- 
tle Jews in new territory. 

Survey to Be Made. 

The Prime Minister said the Gov- 
ernment would invite volunteer ref- 
ugee Organizations to send their 
Own representatives to British 
Guiana, colony with an area of 89,- 
480 square miles on the northeast- 
ern coast of South America, to 
make surveys. 

“Provided the results of these 
surveys are satisfactory, the Gov- 
érnment contemplates the lease of 
large areas of land on generous 
terms under conditions to be settled 
hereafter,” he announced, 

“It is not possible at this stage 
to give exact figures of the total 
area Which could be made availablé, 
but it would certainly not be less 
than 10,000 square miles and possi- 
bly more.”

Assails Flouting of Law. 

“The people of Missouri are in- 
dignant and disgusted with the 
flouting of the law by gangsters 
and underworld characters,” the 
Governor said. “The murder and 
attempted murder of witnesses in 
criminal cases have especially 
shocked all decent citizens. Many 
of these murderers are known but 
seemingly cannot be convicted. 
Why? 

I am told that there is a certain 
highway bridge in Western Mis- 
souri that is a burial ground for 
victims of Kansas City gangsterism, 
sent to watery graves in concrete 
shrouds,” he continued. “In St. 
Louis an old deserted roadhouse 
was to have been the quick-lime 
tomb and concrete sepulchre of a 
poor, courageous man who was 
about to do his duty as a witness 
against a known criminal. This 
man now lies desperately wounded.” 

The Governor’s latter reference 
was to the attempt to murder Baker 
in a deserted St. Louis County road- 
house. The bridge to which he re- 
ferred was the Armour-Swift-Bur- 
lington highway and railroad bridge 
over the Missouri River at Kansas 
City, where, according to under- 
world reports, weighted bodies have 
been thrown from the middle span. 

“Crooked Politicians.” 

“Quicklime graves, one-way rides, 
coercion and fear, combinations of 
hyster lawyers and crooked poli- 
icians and the underworld, repeat- 
ed delays in an effort to thwart the 
will of the people and the law,” the 
Governor said, “are the successful 
weapons of organized criminals in 
Missouri. 

“The people and the State Gov- 
ernment are determined to wipe it 
out. A few years ago gangsterism 
was rampant in Missouri. Today, 
our highway patrol has made the 
highways of Missouri a place where 
foreign gangsters fear to ride.

Urban’s Parole.

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VALLEY LEADER 
URGES WATERWAY 
PLANNING BOARD 


Gov. Weaver of Nebraska 
Proposes Broad Program 
of Regional Watershed 
Development. 


ANNUAL SESSION 
OPENS AT STATLER 


Speaker Suggests Commit- 
tee of Experts From War, 
Agriculture, Interior De- 
partments. 


Adoption of a comprehensive pro- 
gram of regional watershed devel- 
opment for inland waterways navi- 
gation, flood control and soil con- 
servation was urgea today by for- 
mer Gov. Arthur J. Weaver of Ne- 
braska, in an address at the open- 
ing session of the twentieth annual 
ymeeting of the Mississippi Valley 
Association at Hotel Statler. 

‘The speaker, who ig president of 
the association, declared that a na- 
tional planning board composed of 
experts from the War Department, 
the Agriculture Department and the 
Interior Department should be es- 
tablished to carry out the program. 

He listed as objectives of the as 
sociation the speedy completion of 
the inland waterways system, “to 
place industry by the side of agri- 
culture in the Middle West;“ de- 
velopment of an efficient merchant 
marine and development and fullest 
use of all the small streams in the 
country. 

“Experts, Not Amateurs.” 

“Regional watershed development 
in the United States must be under 
taken for many beneficial pur- 
poses,” Weaver said. “We must 
have a plan, but it must be sound 
and it must not take away any of 
the rights of the subdivisions of 
Government. There should be «4 
national planning board for such 
development, and it should consist 
of. experts and not amateurs. 

These experts will be found in 
the War Department for develop- 
ment of navigation and flood con- 
trol; in the Agriculture Depart- 
ment for matters of soil conserva- 
tion, and in the Interior Depart- 
ment for forestation, afforestation 
and reforestation. 

“This association is opposed to 
monopoly in transportation, but 
wants every form of transportation 
available which will best serve the 
people at the lowest possible cost. 
Consequently it favors the protec- 
tion of inland waterways carriers 
from regimentation and restrictive 
legislation. It favors a broad de- 
velopment of joint river and rail 
rates and routes.” 

Effects of Panama Canal. 

After reviewing briefly the “tragic 
effects” of the Panama Canal, the 
building of which, he said, resulted 
in industrial and population restric- 
tions in the Middle West, Weaver 
declared the Mississippi Valley sys- 
tem of inland waterways is now as- 
suring the area a greater share of 
the national wealth and prosperity. 

Nationa? aspects of the water- 
ways development, he said, include 
reductions in the costs of transport- 
ing foodstuffs to the Eastern and 
Southern states and the cost of 
moving heavy manufactures into 
the area. Also included are the 
possibilities of a sound policy of 
decentralization of industry and a 
national gain which would come 
through “bringing prosperity to the 
nation’s greatest agricultural sec- 
tion,” Weaver asserted. 

“The Mississippi Valley system in 
1880, the peak year of that era, car- 
ried 19,000,000 tons of freight,” 
Weaver said. “In 1936, the system 
carried 91,175,669 tons, as compared 
to the 30,680,544 tons carried 
through the Panama Canal. After 
eliminating all known duplications 
in river tonnage, the adjusted total 
of the Mississippi system was about 
74,000,000 tons, or more than twice 
that of the canal.” 

Channel Improvement. 

In speaking of the progress on 
improving channels in the Missouri 
and Upper Mississippi rivers, Weav- 
er declared the association had been 
the “great, driving force for this 
valley-wide development of navig- 
able channels. Supporting it and 
as its constituent parts have been 
the virile and strong regional as- 
sociations. Together they have won 
a great fight which will restore the 
valley.” 

Vice-chairman Thomas M. Wood- 
ward of the United States Maritime 
Commission, speaking at the ses- 
sion this afternoon, declared it was 
imperative that the United States 
improve as rapidly as possible its 
position as a maritime power. He 
said recent events abroad had 
forced the nation to revise upwards 
its naval building program. 

“Without an adequate merchant 
marine to serve as its auxiliary our 
mavy would be nearly paralyzed 
in time of war,” Woodward said. 
“A merchant marine fills a double 
purpose. Besides its great value 
in the dev t and promo- 
tion of foreign trade, it is vital to 
the plan of national defense.” 

Woodward said the first new 
ships of the marine would slide 
down the ways within a few 
months and that by next summer

from workers, Andrews asserted 
that such procedure would consti- 
tute a violation of the Labor Stand- 
ards Act and subject the employer 
to penalties. 

The children’s bureau of the La- 
bor Department issued a regulation 
governing application of the child 
labor provision of the act. The reg- 
ulation provides five steps of in- 
vestigations and hearings before an 
industry can be declared hazardous 
or detrimental to minors between 
16 and 18 years old. ins 

The first is for the bureau to 
consider available information, con- 
ferring with representatives of em- 
ployers and workers if necessary. 
On the basis of this a proposed 
finding is to be published and a 
public hearing conducted. Should 
this hearing result in substantial 
change in the proposed order, a 
rehearing is promised.

BRITAIN THOUGHT TO HAVE 
REFUSED CAROL’S PLEA FOR AID 


Chamberilain’s Reticence in Com- 
mons Strengthens Belief Ruma- 
nian King Was Unsuccessful.

LONDON, Nov. 21.—Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain declined today to 
disclose in the House of Commons 
the results of his talks last week 
with King Carol of Rumania other 
than to say that they covered 
“matters of common concern both 
in the political and economic 
fields.”

In Oslo well-informed quarters 
expressed belief the Queen’s death 
would not interrupt Prince Olaf’s 
plans to visit the United States 
next year. 

The Queen's body is to lie in 
state tomorrow in the chapel of 
Marlborough House and on Wednes- 
day will be placed aboard a British 
battléship to be escorted by four 
destroyers to Norway. 

Either the Duke of Kent or the 
Duke of Gloucester is expected to 
represent King George at funeral 
services in Oslo.

Following the decision of the Springfield Cou 
of Appeals in the Price case, holding that contribu- 
tions of $50 a month from a son-in-law do not con- 
stitute income under the law, Circuit Judge Barton 
at Houston, Mo., has ordered the Social Security 
Commission to restore Dr. W. T. Syliman to the 
rolls. Dr. Syliman was dropped because the com- 
mission had information that he had turned over 
a considerable sum of money and real estate to 
his sons to make himself eligible for a pension. 

If these two decisions stand, the way is open for 
every person over 70 to draw a pension; moreover, 
with the passage of Amendment No. 4 at the last 
election, to this horde of pensioners would be added 
50,000 or more over the age of 65. The cost of the 
pension-system, if the court rulings stand, will be 
so staggering as to bankrupt the State or to cause 
the raising of the sales tax to a fantastic figure.

Some states actually parole prisoners al- 
most indiscriminately, simply to relieve the 
congestion of their institutions, Such a 
policy can hardly be condemned enough 
since obviously, if there was réason to in- 
carcerate the inmate in the first place, 


no good can come of releasing him merely 


because of lack of space. 

Various other practices, brought about 
by faulty laws or ignorance of administra- 
tive officials or lack of proper appropria- 
tions for the work, are equally ridiculous 
and equally far from the true spirit and 
purpose ot parole. It is such states as con- 
done the prdctices just mentioned which 
also are apt to provide little or no super- 
vision. Yet they call it parole. 

So far, the Legisiature of each state has 
followed its own more or less quaint no- 
tions as to what constitutes the establish- 
ment of a parole system. Sometimes it is 
the Governor of the state, who acts on the 
advice of a special board or one made up 
of the officers of a particular institution; 
or the power is vested entirely in a parole 
board appointed for that purpose. An out- 
standing drawback of most of these boards 
is the fact that their members frequently

While some of these persons may be not 
only honest and well-disposed but some 
times competent in this field, most of the 
time they are naive as to the factors which

Increase in a prison- 
er’s stock of information, however, does not 
necessarily mean increase in his virtue. 
One such convict’s devotion in prison to 
articles on metals and chemicals in the 
encyclopedia bore fruit on his release in 
a new ability to make counterfeit money. 
Besides these, there are various other 
items in an inmate's prison record which 
usually make an instant appeal to lay 
boards as grounds for parole. They include 
such things as a prisoner’s “tipping off’ 
the officials concerning an impending es- 
cape or outbreak; helping-a prison officer 
when he is attacked by another inmate, or 
being such a good worker that his skill 
saves a considerable amount of money for 
the state. When a prisoner tips off an of- 
ficial, the board often assumes that he be- 
haved as he did because he was on the 
side of law and order” when, as a matter of 
fact, the aid he gave the authorities may 
have been motivated solely by revenge, by 
bitterness at the thought of someone else's 
possible success in getting out, or by the 
anticipation of toward for his betrayal. 
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Restoring Wage Cuts 


From the Milwaukee Journal. 


IGANTIC manufacturing concerns such 
as General Motors and Chrysler have 
recently restored wage cuts. These cuts 
were made last winter when the bottom 
dropped out of the automobile industry and 
the recession poured in. 
Happily, business seems to be turning up- 
ward—whether temporarily as the latest 
“shot in the arm” takes effect or perma 


| nently, nobody can say. Employment picks 


up a bit, although grave economic problems 
still beset us, notably the increasing nation- 
al debt. 

The upturn makes the wage cut restora- 
tions possible, but not automatic. It is 
worthy of note that great industries have 
hurried to restore wages at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. For this they are to be 
commended, But the praise is not for their 
philanthropy; it is for their sound economie 


udgment. . 

There is no charity in General Motors and 
Chrysler when they restore wage cuts to 
thousands of workers—no more charity than 
when they call back to work tens of thor 
sands of men. 

But there is an illustration of enlightened 
management’s understanding of the basic 
requirement of better business; that is im 
creased purchasing power. It is noteworthy 
that the companies mentioned do not even 
restore wage cuts in response to a demand 
by employes, but simply because their busi 
ness sensé dictates the move.

They know that they cannot sell autos or 
anything else when people can't buy. They 
undoubtedly feel that they can add momen 


with wage increases. That's what they are 
doing. : 

The obvious retort of those who believé, 
or pretend to believe, all management to be 
greedy, stupid and chiseling is: “Why did 
these tions make pay cuts in 
the first place?” 

The best answer to such a question, which 
is usually not asked in good faith anyway, 
would be to set the questioner up in bus 
ness with two or three clerks and see how 
long he would—or could—continue their sak 
aries if business dried up and they 
around idle, with nothing to do. 

More than ever before, smart management 
knows that wages must be maintained 8t 
levels to create mass purchasing power. Not 
all management is smart; not all is honest: 
therefore, wage-hour laws are necessary. But 
enlightened management no longer jumps 4 
the first excuse to cut wages. It cuts, when“ 
it has to cut in bad times, reluctantly; 
it hastens to restore or raise wages whe?

reciprocal benefit. But what about 
the British manufacturer of type- 
writers? He will complain, of 
course, that the agreement will 
either reduce his sales, or compel 


him to reduce his prices and thus 


reduce his profits. It must be ad- 
mitted that he may suffer at first, 
but it is, nevertheless, by no means 
certain that in the long run even he 

will suffer. For if typewriters be- 

me cheaper in the United King- 
dom, there will be more typewrit- 
ers bought. 

We can see clearly how this works 
in the case of American automo- 
dlles. They are so much cheaper to 
buy and so much cheaper to oper- ; 
ate than foreign automobiles that 
American families can buy cars 

„nen European families of the 
same income still regard a car aa 
an unattainable luxury. So it is for 
typewriters. We use more type- 
writers in America because type- 
writers are cheaper in America, and 
if British typewriters become cheap- 
er, people who never had a type- 
writer will begin to think of buying 
one. A reduction in price opens up 
a new market, and there is no rea- 
son why the British manufacturer 
should not make up his immediate 
losses by getting a share of the 
new and larger market.

Even if it were true, however, 
hat the British manufacturer lost 
some of his sales, it is he, rather 
than the British people as a whole, 
who has made a “concession.”

These agreements will tend—how 
much it is difficult to estimate—to 
make the British and the American 
total production of wealth more ef- 
ficient and therefore the better able 
to support the costs of armaments 
and of the social services. Thus, to 
come back again to the typewriters, 
if this agreement should cut into 
the British production of typewrit- 
ers it will make available for the 
expansion of the airplane industry 
a certain amount of skilled mechan- 
ical labor. Since it is more neces- 
sary for the British to produce air- 
planes than typewriters, it is bet- 
ter that they should buy these type- 
writers from us if they can get the 
typewriters by selling us goods they 
produce more efficiently and there- 
fore more cheaply than we do. 

Though it is of no importance, I 
am impelled to say that the agree- 
ments signed last Thursday are far 
more imposing and substantial than 
I thought was possible after Munich. 
Mr. Hull’s noble and persevering 
faith has been finally vindicated, 
and I, for one, am happy~to ac- 
knowledge that I was mistaken. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
forces of resistance and recovery 
among the free people are very 
much stronger than it seemed pos- 
sible they could be after the disas- 
trous panic which culminated at 
Munich. And while this does not 
mean that the dangers are less than 
they were, or that the effort to re- 
gain the preponderance for the law- 
abiding peoples can be relaxed, or 
that it as yet is even effectively 
under way, it does mean that the 
panic is over, that the demoraliza- 
tion has been stopped and that en- 
lightened statesmanship is Still 
available over a large part of the 
earth’s surface.

CO-FOUNDER OF NUN ORDER 
BEATIFIED BY POPE. PIUS 


Further Steps Expected to Elevate 
Maria Domenica Mazzarello 
to Sainthood. 

By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 21.— The 
venerable Maria Domenica Mazza- 
rello, co-founder of the Daughters 
of Maria Auxiliatrix, was beatified 
in St. Peter's Basilica yesterday. 

Don Giovanni Bosco, the other co- 
founder of the order, was sanctified 
in 1934 and it is expected that fur- 
ther steps will be taken to elevate 
Maria Mazzarello to sainthood. 

The ceremonies were the third 
ot their kind in two weeks, two 
other founders of nun orders hav- 
ing been beatified on preceding 
Sundays. 

As before, the Basilica was bril- 
liantly lighted and colorfully deco- 
rated for the ceremonies, which 
began in the morning with the 
reading of the Decree of Beatifica- 
tion. 

In the afternoon, Pope Pius went 
to St. Peter's with the Cardinals to 
venerate the new hjessed. 

He knelt for some minutes before 
a large portrait of the venerable 
mother and prayed. Then he as- 
sisted at the benediction of the sac- 
rament and imparted the apostolic 
blessing. 

It was the forty-second beatifica- 
tion authorized by Pope Pius and 
with 30 sanctifications also, Vatican 
authorities said, it made his reign 
the most productive of saints and 
blessed. 

Mother Mazzarello was born in 
1887 in Mornese, a small town in 
the Italian diocese of Acqui. She 
died in 1881.

Cranberry, Persimmon and 
Corn Bread Selected to Add 


to Turkey’s Glory. 


Thanksgiving dinner is an All- 
Americar stitution, from the gol- 
den brown turkey to scarlet cran- 
berry sauce and mince or pumpkin 
pie. The first dinner which has 
been a pattern for the many that 
have followed undoubtedly included 
the pumpkin and cranberry and 
maize in some form or other. 

We have added some touches to 
the holiday dinner but basically it 
has kept the tradition which the 
Pilgrim fathers had from their In- 
dian friends. 3 

Cranberry Sauce. 

One quart fresh cleaned cranber- 
ries. 

One peeled, sliced green apple. 

One and one-half cups cold water. 

Two cups sugar. 

Place cranberries, apples and 
water in a covered casserole and 
cook until berries burst. Add the 
sugar and stir until dissolved. Let 
cool with cover on. 

Chestnut Dressing. 

One pound stale white bread: 

Two cups milk. — 

One onion chopped fine. 

One-half pound chestnuts. 

Chopped parsley. 

One whole egg. 

Salt and pepper. 

Cut bread in slices and soak in 
milk. Peel chestnuts and cook in 
milk until tender. Fry onions, but 
not brown. Squeeze the bread dry 
and add the onions, then parsley, 
then broken-up chestnuts, then the 
egg and the salt and pepper. Mix 
it all thoroughly. Stuff your tur- 
key with this dressing.

“as Prince Charles of Denmark, 
second son of the Crown Prince of 
that country. They were called to 
the tarone of Norway in 1905 when 
that country separated from the 
domination of Sweden. 

The Queen’s early married life in 
Co n was far from pleasant. 
Her mother-in-law, Princess Louise 
of Denmark, was a domineering 
woman, more than six feet tall, who 
had planned to marry Prince 
charles to Queen Wilhelmina of 
Holland, thus obtaining thrones for 
both her sons. When ne balked this 
scheme by falling in love with 

Princess Maud and insisting upon 
mm. marrying her, his mother was bit- 
terly disappointed. 

The court atmosphere in Copen- 
hagen was, in fact, so hostile to the 
shy little English bride that sae 
spent most of her time in her home 
country: It was even proposed at 
one stage that Charles should re- 
nounce his Danish citizenship and 

mm. become a British subject, but old 
ng Christian of Denmark, 
“grandfather of Europe,” refused to 
consent to the plan. 
Opposition Defeated. 

Instead, tae old King interested 
himself actively in his grandson's 
wife and when a son was born to 
Maud and Charles, and her father 
ascended the British throne, the 
balance of court favor swung to her 
side. Her mother-in-law’s opposi 
tion was completely defeated when 
Norway summoned Charles to its 
renewedly independent throne. 
Queen Maud's son, born July 2, 
1903, was her only child. The boy 
was christened Prince Alexander, 
but when his parents went to Nor- 
way and his father revived the 
kingly name of Haakon, a royal 
decree changed the son's name to 
Olaf. The boy was trained as 
Crown Prince of Norway and on 
March 21, 1929, married Princess 
Martha of Sweden. 


Queen Maud was noted for a 
* pirit of fun and for her “way” 
with children. She romped witn 
her son through his boyhood days 
and in the snowy months it was a 
common sight to see her coasting 
with the boy on a sled down the 
slope that led from tae winter lodge 
near Oslo toward the city. 
Once she nearly collided with a 
orse and sleigh plodding up the 
all. She barely had time to throw 


™ Olaf into the snow and then steer 


her sled into the ditch to avoid a 
crasa, The woman who was driv- 
ing did not recognize the Queen and 
gave the latter a sharp scolding for 
hot managing her sled better. 

Maud also became an adept at 
the Norwegian national sport of 
ang. Neither she nor Haakon 
had attempted the sport when they 
first went to Norway, but while the 
King learned to manage the long, 
harrow snow shoes only at the ex- 


royal family 

warm, generous per- 

sonality she was. The Government 

and myself personally had learned 

to appreciate her burning interest 

for the Norwegian people and Nor 
way. 

“We all snare the sorrow of the 
royal family. I know that the whole 
Norwegian nation also feels the 
Queen's death as a great loss.”

cruisers were delayed, the. Admiral 
reported, by “late delivery of mate- 
rial, insufficient drafting force, and 
necessary changes while construc- 
tion was in progress.” 

He attributed difficulties in com- 
pleting the Wasp to “necessary 
changes in structural features” and 
difficulty in obtaining certain ma- 
terial.” 

Cost of Needed Changes. 


The inability of certain vessels 
to meet trial requirements contrib- 
uted, he said, to the delay affecting 
a majority of three 1850-ton de- 
stroyers and 31 craft of the same 
general type which had not joined 
the fleet June 30. 

Noting that for 14 years altera- 
tions had been limited because of 
need for repairs, Leahy estimated 
that urgently needed changes for all 
types of vessels would cost about 
$37,600,000. 

He recommended modernization 
of the five newest battleships, the 
Colorado, Maryland, West Virginia, 
California and Tennessee, at a min- 
imum cost of $22,000,000. 

The older battleships New York, 
Texas and Arkansas, which com- 
prise the training squadron in the 
Atlantic, require ‘extensive altera- 
tions and the installation of five- 
inch anti-aircraft batteries, he said. 

To be ready for war service, the 
present reciprocating engines of 
the New York, Texas and Okla- 
homa should be replaced by tur- 
bines, Leahy reported. 

The last Congress authorized 
modernization of the big aircraft 
carriers Lexington and Saratoga, 
and Leahy said funds for this work 
would be requested at the forth- 
coming session,

He kept the exclusive 
right to license the tray’s use, sus- 
tained by a United States District 
Court. However, after several years 
the wrapper was remodeled to 
handle sliced bread. 

It was feared at first sliced bread 
would dry out, he said, but it 
proved quite the contrary. Further, 
it solved a problem that had even 
the Department of Agriculture 
puzzled, the uneven moistness of a 
loaf of bread. A whole loaf is 
moist at the center, becomes drier 
as it nears the crust. Wrapped 
sliced bread becomes evenly moist, 
for air circulated between the slices 
and around the sides, distributing 
the moisture, which, however, can- 
not escape because of the ,wrap- 


ping.
